and depredation, Naabahi was the outstanding Navajo 
leader. Ganados Mucho (English; Many Horses) who had 
taken an important part in the ravage of Oraibi in 1 837, 
and Manuelito, were young men at the time and were 
outstanding warriors. 

Such was the situation in 1 846 when the United States 
declared war on Mexico. American troops under General 
Stephen Kerney entered and captured Santa Fe. The 
Navajo were unware of the great alien factor which was 
ultimately to conquer and humble them. Suddenly, they 
came in contact with aggressive military who had fought 
the Indians of the Great Plains and conquered them.

The new Tribal Window Rock Motel was dedicated 
with all due pomp and ceremony the first Sunday in 
October. Medicine Man, Daga Chee Begay of Greasewood, 
Arizona, performed the ceremony. He was assisted by 
Howard Gorman, Adolph Maloney and Clifford Beck, all 
members of the tribal council. 

J. Maurice McCabe, secretary-treasurer of the Navajo 
tribe, spoke for Sam Ahkeah who was unable to be pre¬ 
sent. Mr. Allan Harper, Area Director, also addressed the 
crowd and congratulated the Navajos on the progress 
(Continued on page 3) 
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which the motel indicated. In addition Mr. M.L. Woodard, 
representative of the Gallup Chamber of Commerce gave 
a short message of congratulation. 

Coffee and doughnuts were served to visitors throughout 
the day by Navajo girls in costume. 

This motel and dining room was constructed by the 
Tribe at a cost of $150,000. It is operated as a tribal en¬ 
terprise. The operation is under the direction of Mr. John 
Landaker. 

The motel has 8 units for transients and 8 efficiency a- 
portments.. 

The restaurant serves three meals daily with a full and 
varied menu. 

In addition to the facilities of the motel 23 rooms of the 
employees club are being operated by the motej manage¬ 
ment. 

It is of interest to note that the lumber for construc¬ 
tion of the motel came from the tribal sawmill, the cement 
block from the tribal bloOk plant at Shiprock, New 
Mexico, and the furniture and wood fittings from the 
tribal owned Wdod Products Industry near Gallup, New 
Mexico.

The administrative heads of the Phoenix Indian School 
received promotions at the beginning of the new school 
year. 

Last spring when Mr George C. Wells was called to 
Washingtion to fill the position of Educationist (General), 
Mr. Charles E. Morelock, Superintendent of the school 
since September 1945, was promoted to the position of 
Educationist succeeding Mr. Wells; and Mr. Glenn C. 
Lundeen, principal, was appointed to succeed Mr. More¬ 
lock as superintendent. 

Mr. Morelock assumed his duties as Area Educationist 
on July 20. 

The Phoenix Area, over which he has supervision, com¬ 
prises the state of Arizona, except the Navajo and Hopi 
reservations; Nevada; Utah, except the Intermountain 
School; and Sherman Institute, Riverside, California 

In addition to his work as superintendent, Mr Morelock, 
assisted by Dr. Orpha McPherson, conducted the School 
Problems Workshop at the Indian Service Summer Sessions 
for the past two years. 

On July 21 Mr. Lundeen took over Mr. Morelock's 
position as superintendent. Although this was a promotion 
for Mr. Lundeen, he is not new to administrative work 
since he served as principal at Fort Berthold, North 
Dakota, Fort Sill, Oklahoma, and Turtle Mt., North Dako¬ 
ta, before coming to Phoenix in 1947 as principal. He al¬ 
so majored in administration at the Arizona State Col¬ 
lege, Tempe, receiving his Master's degree last spring. 

Since coming to Phoenix, Mr. Lundeen, with Mr. More¬ 
lock, has conducted a systematic testing program and a 
guidance and placement program that is functioning.

THE SPECIAL NAVAJO PROGRAM 
by Miss Norma Runyan and Staff 

PART I 

NOTE: This is the first of a series of four articles which 
will describe the Special Navajo Program. 

Why is there a Special Program for Novajo pupils in 
Off-Reservation Schools? 

On the Navajo Reservation there are many hundreds 
of boys and girls from 1 2 to 18 years old who have never 
been to school. There are also many others who have 
been to school only a little while. These boys and girls 
will be men and women in just a few years. They have 
missed chances to go to school. They do not know 
English. They do not know how to find jobs off the 
reservation by themselves. They do not know the customs 
of the people in towns away from the reservation. They 
do not know how to take care of their health. There are 
many other important things they do not know. 

There are not enough jobs for all the young people on 
the reservation. There are not enough farms on the 
reservation for all the young people to earn a living. 
There is not enough grass for all of them to own sheep. 
They must all earn their living. So many of them will 
want to go away to work on other jobs in other places 
soon. 

These boys and girls cannot start in the regular school 
program and finish high school. The regular program 
takes 12 years to finish. The regular program starts with 
young children who are six years old. A six year old 
beginner will finish the regular program of 12 years of 
schooling when he is 18 years old. 

But a 13 year old beginner can only getjive years of 
schooling before he is 18 years old. He cannot finish 
the regular program. 


He does not like to go to classes with the very small 
children when he starts his education. The older boys 
and girls do not like to talk and read about things the 
small children talk and read about. The older boy* and 
girls do not want to do the things the small children do. 
The small children must go slowly in their education 
because they are young. The older boys and girls can go 
fast on some things because they are almost adults. 

The older boys and girls want to talk and read about 
things that interest older boys and girls. They want to 
do things that older boys and girls like to irfo. They want 
to learn things that older boys and girls are ready to 
learn. They want to know how to go to stores, and 
choose wisely the things they need to buy. They want 
to read and talk about what is going on in the world. 
They want to know how to dress like other boys and girls 
dress in the cities and towns and on the farms. They 
want to know how to take care of their clothes so they 
can look well at all times. They want to know how to 
take care of their health. They want to know how to get 
jobs and how to do them well. They want to know how 
to spend their money in the best way. They want to 
know the laws of the country so they will not get into 
trouble. They want to know many other things like these. 

The older boys and girls must learn some things very 
fast. They cannot learn all the things that are taught in 
the regular 12-year program. They are too old to go to 
school 12 years. They must learn fewer things. They 
must learn very fast. They must learn all they can in 
five years. Then it will be time for them to go to work 
because they will be 1 8 years or older. The government 
schools are not for adults. The government schools are 
only for children. 

In the off-reservation schools, the Special Navajo 
Program is to help the older beginners to learn English 
fast, to learn vocational work for a job, and to learn 
some of the things about living in towns off the 
reservation.

Dr. Howard T. Behraman, a leading der¬ 
matologist, thinks it will be fashionable for both men and 
women to be bald in 200 or more years. His philosophy is 
"the hairless human is on its way."

Wiiliam Fields is a student at Harvard University. His 
home is in Santa Fe, New Mexico. Lately he appeared in 
an authenic Kachina costume in public. This boy had been 
photographed previously in costume and the photo cap¬ 
tioned "Ever seen a Kachina Charlston." Much concern 
has been shown in Pueblo and Hopi Indian groups of New 
Mexico and Arizona. It is reported that Fields made the 
costume after having seen a Kachina dance. It was so well 
constructed that the Indians considered it authentic. 

Last year a protest was entered by Hopi Indians at the 
Arizona State Fair, because a figure of their Kachina god 
was displayed holding a war bow. The Kachina is a peace¬ 
ful god. Thus through ignorance the Indian god was 
desecrated. 

Let us hope that in the future, before any such displays 
os these are made public that Indian Tribal officials will 
be contacted and their approval gained.

It should be re¬ 
membered that this figure may be actually higher as 
many births are not recorded. 

The average birth rate for the United States as a whole 
is from 20 to 40 birth per thousand. 

The lowest bjrth rate of 14.6 birth per thousand was 
found in Austria. This country is in central Europe.

It is reported by the Gallup Employment Office, that 
there are 2,200 jobs off the reservation available for 
Navajos. 

One hundred and sixty of the jobs are in non-agri- 
cultural work and are excellent opportunities for perma¬ 
nent placement. 

In Chicago a mail order house has 100 openings. They 
are for file clerks, correspondence clerks, clerk-typist, 
stock clerks and warehousemen. Working conditions are 
very good. 

Navajos interested in such jobs may apply in one of two 
places, (1) at the employment office in the court house in 
Gallup, New Mexico, (2) to the employment service Nav¬ 
ajo interpreters who travel the reservation.

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A SHORT HISTORY OF THE NAVAJO PEOPLE 

NOTE: This is the second of o series on "A Short History 
of the Navajo People” by John C. MoPhee and 
Richard Van Valkenburgh. This was originally written 
in 1938. 


The informant further stated that the Navajos owned 
500 horses and 600 wild mares, 700 black ewes, 40 cows 
and their bulls. (We cannot believe that the Navajos 
owned so few animals at this time.) 

The first reference to Navajo weaving was made on 
the map of Dominguiz-Escalante and was first described 
in a letter written by Governor Chacon to the Military 
Commander in Chihuahua, Mexico. He wrote: 

"The Navajos, whom you suspect have aided 
the Apaches in their incursions, have since the 
death of their General Antonio been irreconcil¬ 
able enemies, to such a degree that with us they 
have observed an invariable and sincere peace. 

As their own are innumerable, these Gentiles 
are not in a state of coveting herds (sheep). 

They have increased their horse herbs consider¬ 
ably; they sow much and on good fields; they 
work their wool with much more taste and 
delicacy than the Spaniards. Men as well as 
women go decently clothed; and their Captains 
are rarely seen without silver jewelry.” 

For some years the Navajo had been at peace with the 
Spaniards. Navajo chiefs were given honorary titles in the 
Spanish Army. Antonio el Pinto (English—Antonio the 
Mottled), the leading chief of the Navajo, was a 'General' 
in the Spanish Army and in exchange for substantial 
bribes, he kept the Navajos "from raiding the settlements 
as well as supplying scouts for campaigns against other 
tribes. 

Antonio died near 1 800 and the peace was broken in 
1 803. In 1 804, an expedition of Spanish and Zuni scouts 
under Lieutenant Chacon massacred a number of Navajo 
women and children in a cave in the upper Canyon del 
Muerto while the Navajo men were hunting. Following the 
massacre, the peace was fully broken. Sixty years of 
guerilla warfare followed. 

In 1819 a group of Navajos, fleeing Spanish reprisal, 
settled near the Hopi villages. An interesting account of 
the Navajos appeared in the Missouri Post Intelligencer, 
April 3rd, 1824. Samuel Patton wrote; 

"Their skill in manufacturing, and their ex-' 
cellence in some useful and ornamental arts, 
show a decided superiority of genius over all the 
other tribes of the western continent. 

Their power and bravery are proverbial among 
the Spaniards, who have experienced more 
molestation and injury from them than all the 
other Indians in their vicinity. They once sent 
to Santa Fe, a large quantity of silver bullion 
to be molded into dollars, which the Spaniards 
perfidiously converted into their own use. The 
Spaniards also prohibited the cultivation and 
manufacture of tobacco among them, with a 
view to necessitating them to purchase their 
own for which they demanded an extravagant 
price. These, together with other causes of dis¬ 


satisfaction, have for many years occasioned 
mutual hostilities, in which they triumphed over 
the pusillanimity of the Spaniards, and made a 
large proportion of their sheep and mules the 
spoils of war. A young gentleman, now in th*s 
town, accompanied a strong military expedition 
them which defeated them, and obliged them 
to sue for peace. They killed a chief who wore 
shoes, fine woolen stockings, small clothes con¬ 
nected at the sides by silver buttons on a seam; 
a hunting shirt and a scarlet cloth cap, the 
folds of which were also secured with silver 
buttons. 

Their houses are built of stone, some, one, 
and others two stories high, ^hey have fine 
flocks of sheep, abundance of mules and herds 
of cattle of a superior kind. They cultivate corn, 
tobacco, and cotton; which they manufacture 
into cloth. 

They have gardens and have peach orchards, 
the fruit of which resembles our apricots. 
Several articles of their woolen manufacture 
equal the quality of ours. We have se§n a 
coverlet, made by them, the texture of which is 
excellent, the figures ingenious, and the colors 
permanent ond brilliant. ' 

They make baskets and small dishes of 
osiers, so compactly worked as to hold water 
without the least leakage. 

Their bridles are made of tanned leather, 
and often embellished with silver ornaments. 

They dress almost wholly in their own fabrics. 

The men dress in small clothes, sometimes of 
deer skin tanned and handsomely tanned. The 
women wear a loose black robe, ornamented 
around the bottom with a red border, which is 
sometimes figured; and then they use a large 
shawl of the same color and material. Their 
different modes of putting up the hoir show 
whether they are single, lately married or 
matrons." 

Thus we have a cross section of the Navajo in the first 
known American account, over 100 years ago. We can 
fairly well believe that this description well describes the 
Navajo when they became subjects of the United States 
Government under the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo when 
all the tribes of the southwest transferred allegiance from 
Mexico to the United States. 

In 1837, the Navajos attacked the old Hopi town of 
Oraibi and almost depopulated it. The Navajos who had 
been held in check by the Spanish government by bribes 
and occasional punitive expeditions, could no longer be 
controlled by the weak Mexican government in Santa Fe. 
New Mexico had become a province of Mexico after she 
had rebelled and declared her independence against fad¬ 
ing Spain in 1 823. 

The Navajo became a scourge. Raiding and plunder¬ 
ing both Mexican and Puebloan villages at will, they 
were well on the way to destroy completely the settle¬ 
ments on the Rio Grande The "Lords of the Soil" as they 
were called in those days, boldly stated.that they did not 
wish to steal breeding ewes for there would be no lambs 
to steal the next spring. In this atmosphere of plunder 
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
